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CARR SAYS 
LABOR SETUP 
NEEDED CHECK 


PORTERVILLE, Sept. 10 — Cali- 
fornia's farm placement program, 
operating through the state de- 
partment of employment, needed 
a shakeup to "clean its own house” 
in so far as the Mexican National 
importation program is concerned, 
according to John Carr, now state 
director of finance but former di- 
rector of the department of em- 
ployment under the administration 
of Governor Edmund G. Brown. - 

Carr, who was raised in Porter- 
ville, explained the background of 
his action that led to the firing 
of “Cap’’ Cunningham, southern 
California head of the farm place- 
ment service — an action that fol- 
lowed instigation of an investiga- 
tion of the service, and the Mexi- 
can National program, by Carr. 

“At no time did the Governor 
or officials of the department of 
employment say they were investi- 
gating growers or grower organiz- 
ations using Mexican Nationals,” 
Carr said. 

“We were only cleaning our 
own house for benefit of the de- 
partment of employment and the 


farm placement service, as well as 


for benefit of California agricul- 
ture generally and of the present 
state administration,” Carr declar- 
ed. 


In discussing background of his 
departmental investigation that 
received varying and:often critical 
comment from farm groups, Carr 
said that immediately after he re- 
ceived the appointment as head of 
the state department of employ- 
ment, he received a number of 
communications charging misuse 
of Mexican National labor and 
loose administration within the 
farm placement service. 

“After discussing the situation 
with various agencies of state gov- 
ernment and with farm organiza- 
tions, we determined that an in- 
vestigation should be conducted to 
prove or displove the charges that 
were being made,” Carr said. 

He stated that the investigation

I+ is understand- 
able that any individual or group of individuals within the supervisorial 
district, partisan or otherwise, may intercede with the governor in be- 

-half of the person of their choice. 

When named, however, partisanship should cease and the new su- 
pervisor should be responsive only, in his non-partisan office, to the 
people of his district. Those responsible for the selection of Mr. Cum- 
mings should feel repaid if he does a good job. There should be no 
other obligation attending the appointment ... ‘

A general change in weather 
conditions has helped to improve 
fishing materially, for trout and 
also for the warm water species. 


Trout season will end on the last 
day of October with most of the 
trout planting program coming to 
an end about the beginning of Oc- 
tober. 


Sierra deer hunters would do 
well to take along trout tackle and 
enjoy somg uncrowded fishing fun 
after the buck hunt. 


The fish and game department 
intends to discontinue operations 
of the Fresno Game Farm effec- 
tive January 1, 1960 according to 
a letter from Deputy Director 
Walt Shannon. This will make 
no change in the pheasant libera- 
tion program for the San Joaquin 
Valley as operations will be mere- 
ly transferred to the Yountville 
installation which has been oper- 
ating at only about 60 percent ca- 
pacity. The usual number of ma- 
ture pheasants will be brought to 
this area for liberation on co-ops 
and other lands open to public 
hunting. Young birds will also 
be sent to club pens for rearing 
and release as in the past. 

While this transfer of opera- 
tions will make no change in 
hunting conditions or the number 
of birds available it will reduce 
department operating costs consid- 
erably and increase efficiency 
which is very much to the benefit 
of the sportsman who pays the bill 
from the purchase of licenses. 

Decision for this change was 
brought about by a request from 
the Fresno County Sportsmen’s 
club to have its 40 acres on which 
the farm is located, released for 
the purpose of sale with proceeds 
to be used by the club for. im- 
provements to its Wahtoke Lake 
area. The Fresno club has been 
active in rearing and liberating 
pheasants for more than 30 years 
and the directors feel they have 
done their share of this work for 
the benefit of all, members or not. 

Wild trapped chukar partridges 
taken from the Naval Base at 
China lake which is closed to 
hunting are being liberated in 
suitable habitat back of Coalinga. 
Mountain quail, also trapped at 
China Lake are being released in 
the New Idria area in an attempt 
to establish the species. 

State game men report a bump- 
er crop of chukars and gambel 
quail in the El Paso range near 
Ransburg where 1,500 chukars 
and 1,000 quail were trapped and 
leg banded within a week. Chukar 
reproduction in the Panoche pub- 
lic domain country however has 
been disappointing.

paying more than $20,000. The 
list ranged from a small junior 
college district with a total enroll- 
ment last year of 68, to our larg- 
est metropolitan district with an 
enrollment of close to half a mil- 
lion. 

An examination of the publish- 
ed facts indicated that the cost 
per student of superintendents’ 
salaries in the districts named 
ranged from a low of 6.9 cents an- 
nually to a high of $227.94. While 
use of this basis for judging sal- 
aries is debatable, it is indicative 
of the extreme variation between 
them. Salaries bear no apparent 
relationship to:size of district en- 
rollment, or to the type of district, 
elementary, high, junior college or 
unified. One district with 1,500 
students is reported to have paid 
as large a salary to its chief as an- 
other with 60,000 enrollment. 

While the number of districts 
involved is only about 6 percent of 
the total number in the state, it 
has been indicated that the Com- 
mittee will study the situation to 
determine whether school districts 
are actually ‘“‘squandering the ed- 
ucation dollar on everything but 
classroom instruction.” It is rec- 
ognized, it was said, that there is 
a necessary place for supervision 
in the school district, but the cost 
of this supervision must be kept 
in a reasonable relationship to the 
number of teachers (which is 
fixed by the number of-stwdents) 
or else there would be nothing left 
to employ the people who must do 
the classroom work. Possibility 
of some state controls will be ex- 
plored. 

It has also been emphasized that 
school district budgets are made 
locally, within the districts, and 
that administrative salaries are 
fixed in the same manner. The 
possibility that competition be- 
tween districts for experienced 
personnel has created an unbal- 


Janced salary situation has been 


mentioned. 

All school districts receive sub- 
stantial financial support from 
state funds, based on ‘‘‘average 
daily attendance” of students. A 
basic allowance of $125 per year 
per unit of such “ADA” goes to 
every district. An additional al- 
lowance up to as high as $400 per 
ADA is made to needy school dis- 
tricts, those whose tax base does 
not produce enough revenue for 
the minimum educational pro- 
gram. A substantial number of

FARM PRICES 
VARY IN STATE - 
DURING AUGUST 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 10—Pric- 
es received by California farmers 
for eggs and lemons in mid-Aug- 
ust showed improvement over 
prices in July, according to the 
California Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service. Moderate declines 
were shown for grain sorghums, 
early summer and late summer po- 
tatoes, and grapefruit. Other 
changes were small with quite a 
few prices remaining the same as 
a month earlier. 

Despite a seasonal improvement 
in egg prices, the level remains 
the lowest since 1940. Chicken 
prices are also depressed to the 
lowest level for August since 1940. 


{For corn the August price was the 


lowest since 1943; wheat, the low- 
est since 1945; grain sorghums, 
the lowest since 1941. Hog pric- 
es continued downward and are 
now lower than any since August, 
1945, in the face of a big national 
supply. On the other hand, cattle 
and calf prices are the highest 
since the 1951-52 peak. 
Compared with a year ago, pric- 
es received were much higher for 
early summer and late summer po- 
tatoes and lemons. Prices were 
considerable lower for oranges,

turkeys and eggs are muth below 
the 1953-57 average for this 
month. However, several com- 
modities were considerably above 
average; namely hay, alfalfa seed, 
oranges, beef cattle, 
milk cows.

Q. I am past 60. I moved to 
Colorado about one year ago. 
While here I am bothered by 
pressure in my ears, headache, 
exhaustion, and at times, diffi- 
cult breathing and rapid heart 
beat. Could it be the altitude? 
—H. M. 

A. Most people can go from sea 
level or a little above to altitudes 
of 5000 to 6000 feet with only 
minor difficulty. There is usually 
some ear fullness and perhaps 
some slight shortness of breath 
but adaptation occurs quite 
rapidly. Others may be affected 
to a greater degree and may 
have difficulty in making adjust- 
ments. Persons with certain con- 
ditions, notably coronary heart 
disease, should consider the pos- 
sible ill-effects of residing at 
high altitudes. Specific advice 
should be obtained from your. 

physician.

was conducted so as to hurt 
all concerned as little as possible; 
he said that only one state official 
has been fired, but that others in 
the department of employment 
may be fired. 

“This is up to the present head 
of the department of employ- 
ment,” Carr said. ‘I no longer 
have anything to do with it.” 

He said that “agriculture is in 
a bind, but so is all business,” a 
bind that results from the declin- 
ing margin between gross business 
and profit. 

“But agriculture is different 
than other types of business,” Carr 
stated, ‘“‘because it is supported at 
both ends — on one end by price 
supports and on the other end by 
cheap Mexican labor.’’ 

He pointed out that individual 
farmers must join an association 
to get Mexican ‘National labor, 
since individual farmers cannot 
negotiate with the Mexican gov- 
ernment for labor. He urged farm- 
ers to take an interest in opera- 
tion of their associations where 
the Mexican National program is 
involved. 

“The entire program is in some 

jeopardy because of strong politi- 
cal forces that want to eliminate 
it,’ Carr said. ‘I do not believe 
this makes sense because Califor- 
nia agriculture must have a source 
of labor to meet its peak demands. 
But if we are to keep and main- 
tain this program, it must be bet- 
ter managed than in the past,’”’ he 
said. 
. He charged that in some cases, 
Mexican Nationals are being paid 
less than 50 cents an hour; he 
suggested that the federal labor 
department should rewrite its 
agreement with the Mexican gov- 
ernment on a basis of a flat rate 
of pay to Mexican Nationals, ra- 
ther than on the present basis of 
pay scale that prevails in a given 
agricultural area where Nationals 
are used. 

In discussing financial position 
and fiscal policies of the state of 
California, Carr said, without 
quoting specific figures, that the 
state ‘is spending a terrific 
amount of money but 
make a cent itself.”

Carr pointed out that 75 per 
cent of the state’s budget goes to 
schools; that in many cases the 
state gives back to counties more 
schoo] money than the county it- 
self raises; that if the state met 
all demands for school funds, more 
than 100 per cent of the state’s in- 
come would go for schools. 

“Someone has to say no, and 
that someone is the department of 
finance, Carr said. . ‘‘Now we are 
going to ask department heads to 
do their own paring, to come up 
with realistic budgets that do not 
need cutting.”’ 

He said he believes that state 
department heads should prove 
their need for requested funds ra- 
ther than the department of fi- 
nance being forced to prove that 
they do not need the money they 
ask for. 


Carr emphasized that state de- 
partment heads should have more 
personal contacts with, and more 
often hear, from taxpayers; he 
said taxpayers should support leg- 
islators at both the state and na- 
tional level who propose sound 
taxing and sound spending poli- 
cies. He also praised the ‘‘compe- 
tent professionals’ within state 
departments. 


He said that the persons in 
state government who actualy 
make up budgets are career people, 
on civil service. He said that di- 
rectors of departments always 
face decisions as to what consti-
